© O! ding vpon the pleaſure of other Pzinces and States, and when Our 
_ AS j-necelſitie ſhall moſt requirethe-ſame, Wee ſhall be ſure to purchaſe ſo 
=== p2ctiousa Commoditie, at vurcaſonable Rates, and bee infozced to 
pay ready Moneys, to be tranſpoꝛted from hence, foꝛ the ſame, to the diminution ofthe Trea- 
lure ok Our Realines : And if none of theſe inconuenicnces ſhould happen, yet the bzinging 
thereof by Sta, from koꝛraine parts, is full of perill and hazzard, being ſubiect to the many ca⸗ 
ſualties ot inde and Weather, the dangers of Shipwꝛacke, and the interception of Pirates and 
enemies, and theſe may happen in times ok our greateſt neceſſitie and want thereof, 

And whercas the pꝛattiſe and making of Saltpeter heretofoze within this Kingdome, was, 
and is luch, as tendeth much to the trouble, and grieuante of Our louing Subiects, by digging 
vp oftheir dwelling Houſes, Douehouſes, and other out⸗houles, and alſo to their great charge, 
by remouing oftheir Liquozs, Tubbes, and other Inſtruments, by cariages from place to place: 
Dk which although many complaints haue beene made, and often renewed, and all fit courſes 
haue been taken by Us and Dur Pꝛiuie Counſell, fo caſe Our Subiects of this trouble and 
charge, pet in a caſe ot luch incuitable nete ſſitie, the ſame cannot yet be totally taken away. 

And whereas lithence the firſt making of Saltpeter within this Realme, bntill this pzeſent, 
notwithſtanding all the trouble and charge afozeſayd , yet the Undertakers ofthe ſayd wWozkes, 
could neuer heretofoꝛe furniſh this Nealme, with a third part of the Saltpeter requiſite foꝛ the 
ſeruite of Our owne Dominions, cſpectally in times of Warre, and greateſt neceſſity thereof, 
But ee, and Dur Pꝛedeteſſozs and Subiects, haue beene foꝛted fo2 their neceſſary vſe, to 
ſccke ſupplies thereof from foꝛraine parts, which hath the rather happened, foꝛ that many to a⸗ 
uoyd the trouble of digging vp their floozes, haue purpoſcly pꝛeuented the growth thereof, and 
diuets of the Saltpeter men, haue co2ruptly made a pꝛactile, to take Compoſition money of dt- 
ders, to foꝛbeare digging, oꝛ to execute their Commiſſions , which their partiallcourſeof pꝛotee⸗

ding, hath been very offenſiue to many of Dur good Dublects , and if now the Saltpeter-men 
ſhould continue in their accuſtomed courſe of wozking, e ſhould ſtrine to pꝛouide lo great quantitie 
ofSaltpeter within theſe our Realmes, fo2 a few peeres together, as the neteſſitie of the pzeſent 
times require, they wou'd ſo impouecriſh the earth fit foꝛ that purpoſe,that within a ſhoꝛt time,we 
ſhould bee vtterly deſtitute of that ineſtimable Treaſure, there being no artificiallmeanes vled foꝛ 
the inrichingokthe Earth to this ble, the Earth ofitlelke, by that which caſually happeneth not 
being able to eagender that matter whereof Saltpeter can be extratted in many yeeres. 

And whereas fo: the redꝛeſſe of theſe many inconuentences and grieuances, Sir Iohn Brooke 
Right, and Thomas Ruſſell Eſquire, haue humbly offered their ſeruice vnto bs, and did vndertake, 
both to vs, and to the Lozds Spirituall and Tempozall, aſſembled in the late meeting in Parlta- 
ment, by their induſtry and charge, to make yecrely luch quantities of Saltpeter, and of ſuch good 
condition, as ſhould be ſufficient both foz Our owne and Pur Subiects vles, with ſupply allo 
of Our koꝛreine neighbours in amity with Us, ik occaſion ſhould lo require, and that without 
digging any of Our Subiects holes, oꝛ out houſes of any kinde, oꝛ charging them at all with 
tariages, as heretofoꝛe they haue beene, and yet are charged, to be effected and bꝛought to paſſe 
by a new innention of them, the ſaid Sir lohn Brooke and Thomas Ruſſell, And of their abilities to 
perfoꝛme the lame, they then gaue both to Our lelfe and to the laid Toꝛds Spirituall and Tem⸗ 
rall good pꝛobability, and haue ſithence made ſufficient and demonſtratiue pꝛoofe thereof, 

And Wee haue beene graciouſly plealed by Our Letters Patents vnder the great Seale of 
England, bearing date the ſire and twentieth dap of Apall laſt paſt , (in compenſation of their 
greatpaines and cxpence therein, and foꝛ encouragement of them, and all others to bend their 
ſtudies to ſo pꝛofitable and publique woꝛkes, to the defence and benefit of Us and Our Subiects) 
to grant to them. the ſaid Sir lohn Brooke and Thomas Ruſſell, the ſole Pꝛiuiledge of making Salt- 
peter, accozding to their laid new Inuention, foꝛ diuers peeres pet to tome, with addition of ſuch 
Pꝛiuiledges and ayde on Our behalke as the merit of ſo woꝛthyan vndercakingiuſtly challengeth 
at Our hands, elpetiallp foꝛ their ſupply of ſuch Requiſites,as ſhall bee therein neceſſary without 
chargeto Pur Subiects. 

And now by their humble Petition they haue required none other aſſiſtance from Us, but that 
they might by Dur Royall authoꝛity be pꝛouided of ſufficient quantities ok Urine, which will bee 
vleſull foꝛthem to the extracting # making of Saltpeter, They the laid Dir lohn Brooke and Tho- 
mas Ruſſell, & their aſſignes, at their charges tarrying away th c ſaid Arme, at due andconnentent 
times, from the leuerall plates where the lame (hall be laued foꝛ their ble, vnto the place, oz plates 
where they ſhall haue occaſion to ble the ſame . Which their humble Suite, Wee Haning taken into 
Our lerious and Paincely tonſideration, haue thought fit, in a caſe ofſo great conſequence, and fo: 
the redeeming of ſo great and continuall a charge and trouble, to Dur louing Subiects to grant 
the lame. 

And therefoꝛe Mee doc hereby publiſh and declare Dur Royall pleaſure to bee, and Wee 
doe ſtrictly charge and command all and euerp ok Dur Subiects, inhabiting within Dur 
Cities of London and Weſtminſter, and the Suburbes ofcither of them, with the Boꝛough of South- 
warke and all other plates of the ſaid Cities, and ſuburbes, aſwell within liberties as without 
(neare vnto which, the ſaid Sir lohn Brooke and Thomas Ruſſell, haue already erected a woꝛke fo? 
the making of Salt⸗peter, and allo all other Our louing Subiects inhabiting within all and eue⸗ 
ry other Cities, Townes, and Uillages, within this Pur Realme of England, That they and c- 


uerp of them, from and aiter notice giuen vnto them ſeucratly and reſpectincly, oꝛ left fo: 
them at their dwelling Houſes, (hall carefuily and conſtantlp keepe and pꝛelerue, in ſome 
tonuenient veſicils , oz receptacles fit fo: that purpoſe, All the Urine of man during the 
whole yecre, and all the Stale of 2Seaſftes., which theytan laue, and gather together, whileſt 
their Beaſtes are in their tables o; Nalles; Andthat they be carefull to vſe the beſt meanes they 
may,fo2 the lauing, gathering together, and pꝛeſerungokthelam Urine and Stale, without any 
mirture ok water, o: other things to ber put therein; Which Our Commandement aud Ropall 
pleaſure, being ſo caſie to be obierned, and ſoneteſlary fo! the publique ſeruite of us, and Dur 
people, We expect and ſtraitlp charge, all be daelg and carefully obſernedand perkoꝛmed; And 
if any perſon ſhall be remiſſe oꝛ negligent in the due obleruante Hereof, We ſhalleſtceme of all ſuch 
a5 perſons tontemptuous and ill affected both to Oar Perſlon and State, and are reſolucd to 
»29ccede to the puniſyment of euerp ſuch offender , with that ſcuerity which by the Lawes of 
£1:5 Beale, v2 by Oar Bꝛerogatiue Royall Wee may. 

Neucrtheleſſe, Dar will and pleaſure is, That no pe. ſon (hall incurre any tontempt concer- 
ning the piemiſſes, vnlelle notice be firſt giuen, oz left vnto o2 foꝛ him oꝛher, as aforcſaid, by the 
Conſtable oꝛ Headboꝛough of that pariſh oꝛ place where ſuch perſon dwelleth oꝛ inhabiteth, and 
vnlelſle the lald Sir lohn Brooke, 4 Thomas Ruſſcll, pz theix àſſignes do once in euerp foure + twenty 
houres in the Summer time, (that is to lap) ſrom the firſt of Apꝛil, vntul the firſt dap of October, 
and once in enery eight and fourtiehourcs in the Winter time, (that is to ſay) from the firſt of 
OCober, vntill the firſt of Apꝛill in euery peere, carie away the ſame from thoſe places where the 
lame ſhall bee lo pꝛelerued fo2 them: And therekoze Wee doe hereby require and command all 
Conſtables aud Headboꝛoughs, That they and euerp ofthem, vpon requeſt made to them oz any 

of them by the layd, Sir lohn Brooke And Thomas Ruſſell, o2 their àaſſignes, be aiding, aſſiſting, and 
diligent in the execution of Dur pleaſure herein befoze declared, as thep and euerp ok them will 
ulwere the contrary at their perils.
